Following • valiant itniggle against death until the last moment 
of consciousness, Harlan Carey Brewster, Premier of the Province of 
British Columbia, succumbed to an attack of double pneumonia at 
the Holj Cross Hospital, Calgary, shortly after 10 o'clock b^t^njghltj. 
With the more re-assuring news received earlier ia the day an anxious' 
public had taken freeh hope that Mr. Brewster i condition was inch 
that he would weather the itorm. The subsequent relapse during 
the afternoon was an eventuality the physicians most feared, while 
the reoeipt of the later news that the Premier was dead spread a com¬ 
plete gloom over the whole Province in whose interests he labored 
until the last. At his bedside were his brother, Captain 0. W. 
Brewster, who arrived in Calgary yesterday afternoon, and his pri¬ 
vate secretary.

The Executive Council passed a re¬ 
solution expressing its deep regret 
and grief at the Irreparable loss, both 
to the Province and to the Dominion, 
occasioned by the death of the Pre¬ 
mier. and also a resolution of condol¬ 
ence with hla family.

In Interest of Province. 

It will be recalled that the Premier 
was on hts way Pack to the City after 
attendance at the recent conference of 
Provincial Premiers held la ( »ttawa at 
the express Invitation of Sir Robert 
Bordeu. While the presept session of 
the Provincial Legislature commenced 
its deliberations but two days previous 
to the late Premier's departure for 
Ottawa, It was deemed essential by 
the Leader of the Federal Government 
That Mr. Brewster’s presence be se¬ 
cured for the conference. In view or the

Any more than the effect of mature 
yeors would easenttally alter his out- 
look and Increase the demands upon 
I his accumulated talents, the Harlan 
Carey Brewster of forty-seven was the 
typlflcation of ths resolute personality 
of the young man who chose British 
Columbia for his home twenty years 
ago an /1 agreed then that the first duty 
to himself and the province of hla 
adoption was to play the gamo. The 
dead Premier played the game. He 
fought his public fight for many years 
alone and against great odds, while In 
1 all the up-hill conflict there was never 
the slightest hint of a waver. His 
purpose was well-defined and he under- 
I stood and appreciated the nature of bis 
task. The muro hopeless ths outlook 
the more determined he became: yet 
through it all there was ft sportsman¬ 
ship towards the opposing forces which 
ensured a cleanliness of action on his 
part and commanded the highest de- 
I gree of respect and admiration from 
1 those with whom he choso to differ on 
the public questions of the day. * 

His Harvest. 

Aa a Jons repreeettative of the Lib¬ 
eral party tn the Legislature. In his 
many sojourns among his followers III 
various sections of the province, and 
In alt hts undertaking*, he resolutely 
refused to accept defeat when he felt 
his cause was right. His vision was 
not parochial nnd the crowning point

His Task Was Great 

The people of this province are suffl- 
clctily well aware of the nature of the 
task which confronted Mr. Iirowster 
when he was honored by the Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor with the duty of form¬ 
ing a Government.

C. G. HOAG SPEAKS ON 
ELECTORAL REFORM 

Proportionates Representation 
System fu|f Explained at 
Meetings Yesterday 


The principle and operations of the 
system of election known as the pro¬ 
portional representation method were 
ably propounded yesterday by C. G. 
lloag. of Philadelphia, at two meetings 
which he addressed during his brief 
stay In this city. In the afternoon Mr. 
Hoag spoke to the Local Council of 
Women and in the evening addressed 
a meeting at the First Congregational 
Church, under the chairmanship of 
Mayor Todd. 

In his opening remarks ths speaker 
etollp.rsferm 
In many parts of Europe and the 
British Empire, and stated that the 
British Houss of Commons recently 
decided to try the system In one hun¬ 
dred constituencies. An Act giving 
municipalities the power to adopt (he 
system If thsy chose, had recently been 
passed In British Columbia, and New 
Westminster and Nelson had already 
taken advantage of theee provisions. 

Mr. Hoag went fully Into the work¬ 


ings of the system and Compared It 
with the present form of ward elec¬ 
tion. Ho declared that the reform had 
many advantages. Including the cUm- 
1 nation of much of ths “party ma* 
'Chins’' evil. Proportional representa¬ 
tion insured the rule of the majority, 
and at the same time did not exclude 
the expression of choice by every 
class, go that the man elected repre¬ 
sented the, whole of a community in¬ 
stead of tally one faction. The present 
ward system tended to exclude a cer¬ 
tain class. That excluded class be¬ 
gan |o feel seriously, disaffected, with 
the result that they did nothing but 
protest and obstruct the work of a city 
council In which they had no repre¬ 
sentative or spokesman. 

In conclusion Mr. Hoag opined that 
taxation without representation was a 
mistake, tending to disorganisation 
and disruption, and that the propor¬ 
tional representation system gave 
•very individual voter an opportunity 
to make his voice heard In matters of 
legislation.

Before an Interested audience of the 
members of tho Local* Council of 
Women ycsterd%y afternoon, Lieut. 
Rojston, of the Great War Veterans’ 
Association, outlined a suggested land 
settlement scheme for returned eoi- 
dlore and sailors. 

In hls opening remarks the speaker 
drew attention to thd 1 vast areas of 
arable land lying Idle In the Province 
of British Columbia, and emphasised 
the need for greater production In view 
of the present world . shortage. He 
quoted figures at sorao length to show 
the euormous value of the farm pro- 
| due* Imported Into this country every 
year, and which could be raised In this 
| province possessing ns It did some of 
tho most fertile'land in the world. 
Lieut. Rolston* disputed the oft-ad¬ 
vanced theory that the returned sol¬ 
dier was not wlUIng to 
Tnnd. and In support of hls contortion 
stated that nearly one hundred and 
fifty members of the Great War Vet¬ 
erans, of Victoria, had ^xprqptod ths 
desire to take up farming. 

The tentative scheme which is being 
considered by the Association Is based 
somewhat upon the policy which has 
proved so successful in New Zealand. 
Briefly the suggestion Is that tho Gov¬ 
ernment lease small holdings to ths 
would-be farmer desirous of taking up 
a small farm near the outskirts of a 
city, or In the rase of the man who 
wishes to taks up stock-raising or 
mixed farming away in the less settled 
dkdrtctii the Government to maktr a 
grant of land, and finance the scheme 
by means of loans. In every case tha 
Government would hold security In the 
[fojpi of the title deeds and the Iqan 
could l>o repaid by the farmer, grad¬ 
ually. as ha obtained ths results of his 
tabors. 

Lieut. Rolston In advocating the 
adaption of suras such land settlenu-nt 
scheme reminded bis hearers of the 
great problem ahead of tho province 
with regard to the returned soldier.. 
Nearly forty tbhuaand men would r* 
returning to British Columbia and un¬ 
less some scheme were devised by 
which they could be gradually ab¬ 
sorbed Into civil life, the matter would 
assume serious aspects. The soldier 
went overseas .lo fight for better con¬ 
ditions, and It would be to the advant¬ 
age of the country were he given a 
stake In the country. There was mr

Ottawa, March 1.—With the arrival 
of the stfnmer War Viceroy at London 
on February 16 with a cargo of wheat 
from Vancouver via the Panama Cartel 
the flret stag* hae been completed -Iti 
an experiment which may have far- 
reaching benefits for the great grain- 
producing areas of WeeteYn Canada. 

In the summer of 1917 Sir George

Coast for the British Government, to 
take a trial shipment of wheat to Rng- 
land via the Panama Canal. Instruc¬ 
tion ware therefore nant to the Board 
of Grain Commissioners at Fort Wil¬ 
liam to lead that steamship and to take 
every possible precaution that full data 
should be obtained as to the condition 
In which the grain was shipped, and 
for this purpose to iud u officer on 
the voyage, froth thirfWn laboratory 
of the Department, so that from the 
beginning to the add of the yoyage all 
the Information might be duly record¬ 
ed. For this purpose electric thermo- 
metere were Installed in the ship in 
order to elosely watch the grain and 
make all possible observations In con¬ 
nection therewith.
